COLUMBUS, April 2—Changes 
in the Ohio driver licensing law 
designed to strengthen that sta ­ 
tute and provide greater safety on 
the highway s, were laid down be­ 
fore the executive com m ittee 
of 
the Ohio Traffic Safety Council a t 
a conference Tuesday in Colum­ 
bus. 
Decided changes are antici­ 
pated.
